Dr. Margoshes, who was in Jeru- 
galem when the Arab riots broke 
, @ut on Aug. 23, was asked to act as 

an ‘unofficial observer’’ of the re- 

lief administered through the Pal- 
estine Emergency Fund in the Holy 

Land, and his cablegram yesterday 

was consideréd as a sort of report. 

The cable read: 

**Have’ observed the work of the 
central relief committee in Jeru- 
salem, Safed, Tel-Aviv and» other 
points. The work done is wonderful. 
Twelve thousand have now received 
food and medicine from. the commit- 
tees in thirteen, centres. -Housing 
facilities are being arranged for 
refugees in Jerusalem, Tiberius, Tel- 
Aviv and Safed. Committees ‘are 
tackling the problems of: reconstruc- 
tion and giving small loang for 
house furnishings and tools. 

‘‘Hadassah is doing particularly 
good work for mothers and children 
and averting a threatened epidemic. 
Hadassah has already contributed 
its first sacrifice in the death of Dr. 
Israeli, Hadassah phyvician, at -Har |- 
Tuvia. After’ a “ten-hour’ attack, a 
sheik called a» truce, givin Dr. 
Israeli a chance to atten the 
wounded on both sides. Israeli at- 
tended Arab wounded first and when 
he bandaged the last wounded Arab 
another Arab stepped forth and 
stabbed him,

practices being conducted by Colonel 
William J. Donovan before Federal 
Judge Thacher. 

According to the plan outlined by 
Mr. Tuttle, this official, who would 
be known as the “official liquida- 
tor,’ wouid be under the Department 
of Commerce, and the entiré admin- 
istration of bankruptcies would thus 
be divorced from the Federal courts. 
For the country as a whole, there 
should be a bureau in the Commerce 
Department in charge of the work, 
and an official liquidator, on a regu- | © 
lar salary, appointed in each ofsthe | 
Federal court districts, Mr. Tuttle | § 
said. In populous distriets, such as | § 
those in New York City,;@more than 
one liquidator, or assistants, could 
be appointed. : 

Would Wipe Out Lawyers’ Fees. 

The most drastic result of such a 
change would be the wiping out of | 
the tremendous sums paid.annually 
to lawyers appointed to the warious 
posts now connected with bankruptcy 
administration. All fees, Mr. Tuttle‘ 
said, would be abolished under thet: 
proposed plan. It has been esti- 
mated that the cost of administration 
under the present bankruptcy prac- 
tice in this country consumes mare 
than 25upéricent 6f all>assets in 
bankruptcies, and such assets 
amount to more than $100,000,000 a 
year in the. United States; 

As Mr. Tuttle aggued for his pro- 
posal, he declared that the three 
principles. whieh, he. considers ,under- : 
lie the present_bankruptcy law have 
all failed to stand the test of experi- | 
ence, and the weaknesses in all three 
would be provided for by his plan. 

The first principle, Mr. Tuttle said, 
is that the responsibility for all de- 
tails of bankruptcy administration 
shall rest tpon the Federal courts. 
Mr, Tuttle pointed out that the sal- 
vaging of assets and repayment of 
creditors so far as possible was es- 
sentially not a judicial function. Un- 
der court jurisdiction the result has 
been the throwing upon judges of the 
handling of a vast amount of patron- 
age, with the inevitable temptation 
toward political and self-serving ob- 
jectives. Under the proposed plan 
the court would be called upon only 
in the event of a dispute, and it is 
believed that, as under the Canadian |’ 
system, the majority of bankruptcies 
would be settled without any appeal 
to the court. 

The second principle in the exist- 
ing system is reliance upon ‘active 
participation of creditors. Experi- 
ence has shown that such participa- 
tion rarely occurs, according to 
many others who have testified be- 
fore the investigation, as well as Mr. 
Tuttle. The result has been that 
lawyers have sought to represent 
creditors. and through such connec- 
tions. to. become a.part of the ma- 
chinery of the bankruptcy adminis- 
tration purely for the sake of the 
fees involved. — Such lawyers fre- 
quently control bankruptcies, and 
work only to obtain um. fees, 
while the creditors leave the matter 
entirely to them.

FREEDOM OR DISILLUSION! 


When women were beginning their 
struggle for political, social. and eco- 
nomic freedom they complained of 
opposition -they met frém men. 
Sometimes they were greeted with 
ridicule, sometimes with active an- 
tagonism and often with plain in- 
credulity. Now they present a living 
answer to the former disbelief in 
their ability to vote as intelligently 
as-men, to earn a living and to man- 
age their lives in ‘their own way. 
They are in a position to do a little 
justifiable boasting. Men who have 
had the opportunity to see them at 
their best in their new réle are in- 
clined to. hand them bouquets. In 
his concluding article in The Satur- 
day Evening Post former Governor 
SMITH praises women in public life, 
recalls happily the numerous ap- 
pointments of them he had made, 
and. declares that women are just 
as interested and intelligent about 
government as men. In his judg- 
ment, equal suffrage was a big step 
forward. 

It is surprising and somewhat dis- 
appointing to find that many women 
are recanting. Almost any magazine 
one picks up contains a story, an 
anonymous account of some woman’s 
disillusion, or an article by a shrewd 
observer in which the current dis- 
satisfaction. is reflected. The total 
impression made by these writings 
ig not pleasant. They give one the 
sense of childish disappointment—as 
if a promised party had not yielded 
the expected fun. In sum,. they 
say, Here we are, voting and going 
about alone if we like, and, most im- 
portant of all, earning our own liv- 
ing; but ws are not being treated 
right.

“ten thousand remain obscure and 
“mediocre. There are no more happy 
“ marriages today than under the old 
“ régime, but many more. divorces.” 


.Miss BALDWIN also makes the point, 


emphasized in an anonymous article 
in this month’s ‘Harper’s. and by 
other writers, that in the process of 
| freeing themselves the women have 
given men more freedom. This is 
most bitterly resented. : 

Gallant gentlemen, if a few still 
exist, will hope that such an attitude 
is not truly representative of Ameri- 
can women, Good sportsmanship 
used to be one of their most notable 
characteristics. Doubtless it still is, 
but the good sports are keeping still, 
as they would, while a few petulant 
ladies have become articulate. They 
make one long to hear from the 
other: side.

The Museum of Natural History 


has been doing an importatit educa- 
tional work in bringing illustrative 


for the children in the schools, It 
is now undertaking to do even more 
for them indirectly by providing 
special courses for their - teachers, 
entirely free.. The: design is-in ‘part 
to aid teachers to become eligible’ 
for the higher réwards which are 
now offered those who seek through 
such studies to increase their value 
to the’ school system, though the 
courses are not strictly professional. 
The subjects. are so appealing that 
one happily may be unconscious of 
any pedagogical intent whatever, 
and have the full zest of personal 
acquisition. 

One of the courses begins with 
astronomical geography or, in ADDiI- 
SON’s phrases, with the spacious 
firmament on high, the shining 
frame, the unwearied sun, and. the 
moon’s wondrous tale, which repeats 
to the earth the story of her birth, 
the stars and planets all listening in 
and confirming the truth of the 
story. Then the crust of the earth 
itself is studied, the causes of its 
restlessness as shown in earthquakes 
and of its volcanic fretfulness and 
the origin of its stones, its fuel and 
its ores. This-is followed by a study 
of -plant and* animal life in the dif- 
ferent zones’ from the Arctic to the 
tropics, and in the sea, the desert 
and forest. From this one passes to 
the human race in its illustrative 
primitive. groups, in the midst of 
which our modern civilization has 
been set. 

These and other courses having 
to do with more highly specialized 
subjects are offered to teachers 
without cost. They are open to 
others upon payment of a fee. It is 
difficult to think of a series ‘of stud- 
ies that would be more inviting to 
those. who have leisure to take them. 
For teachers it is a professional 
opportunity, for others it is a privi- 
lege, to.have practically at com- 
mand‘a knowledge of the setting it 
time and space that our earth has 
in the universe and of the environ- 
ment that the-individual. has on the 
earth itself. It is not a surprise that 
the first Greek prose was. a geog- 
raphy.. The first chapter of Genesis 
is also a.chapter in. geography. 
Many persons, like the ‘ancient 
geographers, fill with fanciful pic- 
tures. their gaps. Here is an excep- 
tional opportunity not only for 
teachers, but for others with one or 
two free late afternoons: a week, to 
fill the gaps with realities, to become 
“ planet-conscious,” geographically 
—and that is fundamental to a spir- 
itual planet-consciousness.

Curtailed .Flotations Are Seen as 
Benefit to Holders of Liens on 
Unrented Buildings.
